(1) White alone, (2) Black alone, (3) Asian alone, and {(4) All other races alone and Two or More o
Races. Other groups include: (1) Hizpanic origin, (2) Hispanic White alone, (3) non-Hizpanic origin,
and (4) non-Hispanic White alone.

The beginning population for these projections iz the resident population of the United States classified
by age, sex, race, and Hispanic origin consistent with the Census 2000 modified race data. For an
explanation of modified race, see http://eire. census. gov/popest/data’national/tables/files'mod_race.php.
